A thick drizzle filled the murky air. The famous 
mud and slime of Korea was at Its worst. Dead 
tired and dirty faced I slogged through the sticky 
slhne, listening to the awful moans of the wounded 
boys, I thought longingly of the clean, smooth 
sidewalks of my hometown— solid under one's feet. 
Romance and love seemed something only for 
faiiy books. 

Covered with mud, my once blonde curls plaster- 
ed damply on my cheeks, I returned with a load of 
wounded— and then came face to face, for the first 
time, with a trim, cleon figure, the new medic, Capt. 
John Brent. It was sponge that I, Vicky Carroll, 
should suddenly think of what a mess t looked. 
Suddenly, I longed to be clean, trim, looking my 
best. 

No there's nothing romantic about life in Korea. 
Ifs dreary hard work— bloody and heart-breaking. 
I had volunteered as a nurse because I wanted to 
use my training where it would serve the greatest 
good. Romance wos farthest from my mind. In fact 
when I observed how most of the nurses primped 
for their infrequent dates and fluttered about like 
debutantes on their evenings off, I felt only amused 
contempt. But that was before Capt. Brent arrived 
at our post. 

When the tall, lean officer was introduced to the 
staff of nurses, I couldn't help but smile at the ex- 
change of glances. This time I really couldn't blame 
them. Even I could feel a sense of excitement in the 
presence of a winning, magnetic personality, not 
yet touched by Korean squalor and dirt and blood. 
The combination of boyish charm and quiet authori- 
ty was just the quality that makes suKeptible fe- 
males "ga-ga."
